Rumor Predicts More 
Indictments Here 


The city council will cling 
to its “hands-off” policy in re¬ 
gard to the Floyd Howard 
scandal. 

This was indicated today, as 
Mayor Fred C. Rowland said 
no official cognizance of this 
week's indictment by a federal 
grand jury of Howard and 12 oth¬ 
ers would be taken. 

Rowland’s statement precluded 
any possibility of the city’s ask¬ 
ing the grand jury action in re¬ 
gard to Howard, it was believed. 

Howard has refused to step 
down pending his trial in federal 
court on charges of conspiracy to 
smuggle lottery tickets into this 
country in violation of customs 
laws. 

Only two possibilities were open 
to council had it wished to force 
Howard’s abdication, whether 
temporary or permanent. One 
would have been to request grand 
Jury action, thp Other to seek a 
recall election. Neither will be 
invoked. 

Reports today indicated that 
further indictments in the Santa 
Anita sweepstakes fraud was im¬ 
minent. One said they could be 
expected next week, probably on 
Wednesday. Possibility was seen 
that other Orange county men 
might be involved in the federal 
clean-up. 

In the meantime, four others 
of the 13 indicted Were arrested i

The major recommendations 
were for broad revision of the 
undistributed profits and capital 
gains taxes, target of many com¬ 
plaints from business interests. 

In the main, the report cov¬ 
ered proposals which had been 
armounced as the subcommittee 
had proceeded with its task. 
STABILIZATION 

The 91-page report said the 
subcommittee’s plan would tend to 
stabilize revenue and maintain 
substantially the present volume 
of tax receipts. 

In a letter transmitting the pro¬ 
gram to the full committee. Sub¬ 
committee Chairman Vinson (D., 
Ky.l asserted: 

"The subcommittee has consid¬ 
ered the whole field of internal- 
revenue taxation in the hope of 
recommending such improvements 
therein as will Improve the equity 
and certainty of existing law, re¬ 
move hardships and encourage 
business activity.” 

PRINCIPLE SOUND 

The report said the subcommit¬ 
tee believed the principle of the 
tax on undistributed corporate 
profits "is sound and should be 
retained.” but that it should be 
"substantially modified” with par¬ 
ticular reference to small corpora¬ 
tions. 

WTiile recommending modifica¬ 
tions, the report contended com¬ 
plaints about hardships Inflicted 
by the levy had been exaggerated. 

It said, too, the severity of the 
present corporate tax system 
"has often been overstated.” 
RECO.MMENDATIONS 

The subcommittee suggested 
corporations with incomes of 
$25,000 or less pay no undistri¬ 
buted profits tax, and that their 
normal Income tax range from 
12.5 to 16 per cent. Larger firms 
would pay a 16 to 20 per cent rate, 
with the rate going up as reten¬ 
tion of profits increased. 

An intermediate group would 
pay rates ranging from 14.1 to 16 
per cent for corporations distri¬ 
buting all their profits to 14.1 to 
20 for those dl?i?ributing no prof¬ 
its. The 14.1 is the highest ef¬ 
fective tax proposed for a cor¬ 
poration with income of $25,000, 
since the 12.5 rate would apply to 
the first $5,000 of income, the 14 
rate to the next $15,000 and 16 
to the last $5000. 

All corporations now pay a 
normal income tax of 8 to 15 per 
cent, plus a surtax of 7 to 27 per 
cent on undistributed profits.

KAI-SHEK GIVES 
‘PEP T.ALK’ TO ARMIES 

HONGKONG. •A’l—Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s tour of the 
Central China war front, it was 
disclosed today, was undertaken to 
stiffen the morale of retreating 
Chinese troops and to make his 
generals work together. 

The generalissimo was pictured 
as trying to obtain some measure 
of cooperation among commanders 
now operating independently and 
with little effective resistance 
against advancing Japanese. 

One of the retreating generals— 
Han Fu-Chu, governor of Shan¬ 
tung province - - abandoned Shan¬ 
tung with an army of 150,000 vir¬ 
tually intact. Chinese sources said 
Chiang arrested General Han yes¬ 
terday. 

In recent government reorgan¬ 
ization Chiang was granted new 
powers over China’s military and 
civil life.

DODD HITS HITLER 
AS “GREATEST KILLER” 

NEW YORK. (A>) -- Western 
civilization is in grave danger un¬ 
less (jcrmany, Italy and Japan are 
checked by the democracies, says 
William E. Dodd, former ambas¬ 
sador to Germany. 

Speaking at a testimonial din¬ 
ner given by 200 friends last night, 
the 68-year-old diplomat, who re¬ 
cently resigned as ambassador to 
(Germany because of disagreement 
with Adolf Hitler’s Nazi policies, 
dealt scathing blows at the Hit¬ 
ler regime. 

“Mankind is in grave danger, 
but the Democratic governments 
seem not to know what to do,” 
said Dodd. 

“Another World war would al¬ 


most certainly wreck the govern¬ 
ments and people of our time.” 

He offered no solution, but said 
"the United States are as much 
to blame as any other country.” 
This country's responsibility, he 
said, lay in the “serious blunder” 
of the “refusal of the senate to 
adopt the league idea.” 

Dodd described Hitler as “now 
more ab.soIute than any medieval 
emperor of Germany,” and said 
that in Germany under Hitler 
“almost as many personal oppo¬ 
nents were killed in five years as 
Charles II (King of England) ex¬ 
ecuted in 20 years of the 17 th 
century.” 

Under the Italian-German-Jap- 
anese pact, Dodd said, “China is 
to be conquered and Amerlcan- 
English interests in the Far East 
to be absorbed. 

"If the Japanese succeed (In 
conquest of China), Russia will be 
.surrounded and compelled to unite 
with the European Fascists or 
start another great war,’’ he said.

England—became a Catholic and, 
later, a Cardinal.

Years later, Newman was re¬ 
garded as a most brilliamt man, 
and one of the world's greatest 
thinkers; and when he was made 
a Cardinal the announcement was 
received with tremendous applause 
throughout the English - speaking 
world. 

He died in 1890, and his dying 
request was that there should be 
placed around his neck the hand¬ 
kerchief that he had treasured 
for nearly 50 years. That little 
gift, and the letter that came with 
it, had meant far more to him 
thsui the donor could posslbily 
have foreseen.

woman.

The American note was pre¬ 
sented to the Soviet foreign office 
Jan. 7. It requested Information 
concerning the mysterious disap¬ 
pearance of Mrs. Rubens—whether 
she had been arrested by Soviet 
authorities, and if .so, the nature of 
the charges against her. 

Mrs. Rubens has been identified 
by Americans in Moscow, through 
her passport photograph, as the 
woman who di.sappeared in the 
Soviet capital on Dec. 9 under the 
name of “Mrs. Donald L. Robin- 
•son." 

The American embassy in Mos¬ 
cow made repeated oral inquiries 
at the Soviet foreign office before 
presenting in formal note. 

So far, Soviet officials, including 
Maxim Litvinoff, the Soviet com¬ 
missar for foreign affairs, have 
ignored this government's request 
tor information.

MEXXICO CITY.W)—-Old ver¬ 
bal battles between Police Captain 
Pedro Delgado of Los Angeles and 
Mexican officialdom flared anew 
today after a member of the 
chamber of deputies said he would 
prote.st Delgado’s presence here 
as guest of the government. 

In 1936, Ricardo G. Hill, former¬ 
ly Mexican consul at Lo.s Angeles, 
■said Cap. Delgado insulted and 
tried to hit him. The quarrel 
strted over Delgado’s alleged re¬ 
fusal to let the Mexico City police 
band play in a Ixjs Angeles munici¬ 
pal park.

Mrs. Annie Klein, 29, died yes¬ 
terday, two hours after she was 
carried from the burning building, 
Tlie child, Annie, suffocated in the 
fire. 

An infant son, John; twin daugh¬ 
ters, Marjory and Mary, 5, and 
their father, Peter Klein, were re¬ 
ported recovering in hospitals. 

The fire started in the basement. 


GUNBOAT TO 
STAY IN RIVER 

SHANGHAI. OP)—United States 
naval authorities announced today 
that efforts to salvage the Ameri¬ 
can gunboat Panay, sunk by Jap¬ 
anese bombs in the Yangtze river 
Dec. 12, had been abandoned after 
the ship’s safe and official papers 
had been recovered. 

A salvage crew taken by the 
gunboat Oahu to the point above 
Nanking where the Panay went 
down announced the gunboat was 
damaged beyond repair and her 
hull was abandoned. 

Some personal belongings of the 
crew also were recovered.

GOLD IMNRI 
HARK SET 
IN PAST YEAR 


WASHINGTON, (A*)—The Unit¬ 
ed States imported $1,631,523,000 
worth of gold in 1937. 

The commerce department said 
today this total was the largest 
since 1935 when $1,740,979,000 was 
brought here. Tlie United States 
now owns more than half of all 
the gold held by governments and 
central banks. 

Last year also saw a resump¬ 
tion of gold exports. A total of 
$46,020,000 was exported, mostly 
to France. This figure was the 
largest since 1934. 

Silver imports declined last year 
to $91,877,000, the lowest total 
since 1933. This figure compared 
with $182,816,000 in 1936 and 
$354,531,000 in 1935. Exports of 
the white metal totaled only 
$4,542,000.

WASHINGTON. iJV) The post- 
office department has estimated 
that its income for the year start¬ 
ing July 1 will be $775,000,000 
$ 20 , 000,000 less than it had fig¬ 
ured on last Nov. 22. 

The revised estimate was tran.s- 
mittecl by Postmaster General 
Farley to a house appropriations 
subcommittee, which approved the 
treasury-postoffice appropriation 
bill. 

In a letter of Dec. 29, Farley 
also reduced the estimate for the 
current fiscal year from $761,500,- 
000 to $752,500,000. 

The department asked congres¬ 
sional approval for expenditures of 
$793,000,000 in the next fiscal pe¬ 
riod, which would leave a deficit 
Df $18,000,000, instead of an antici¬ 
pated surplus of $ 2 , 000 , 000 , with¬ 
out taking into consideration the 
$48,000,000 cost of subsidies, free 
mail and similar items. 

If the latter is reduced from ex- 
jienditurcs, the department would 
.show what it calls a “net postal 
surplus” of $30,000,000. 

Department officials told the 
subcommittee an ordinary business 
gain or recession was not reflected 
in postal receipts for about six 
months. 

Je.sse M. Donald.son, deputy first 
sssi.stant postmaster genei’al 
testified during hearings on the 
appropriation measure that “the 
time has not been reached” for re¬ 
turning to 2 -cent postage, an 
action which, he said, would re¬ 
duce postal revenue by about $ 00 ,- 
000 , 000 . 

He said that the number of pos¬ 
tal clerk.s was at an all-time peak 
of 73,448, despite in.stallation in 
many places of conveyors and 
other mechanical equipment. The 
five-day week, he said, is partiy 
responsible.

WASHINGTON. iJP)- Congrefffl 
received today a request for $.‘51,- 
000 to combat the spread of bu¬ 
bonic plague in the United State.s. 

The house appropriations com¬ 
mittee asked the .sum in the public 
health section of the $1,400,000,000 
treasury appropriations bill. 

During hearings on the measure. 
Dr. C. E. Waller, assistant surgeon 
general, disclo.sed rodent carriers 
had been discovered in every Pa¬ 
cific Coast and Rocky Mountain 
state except Colorado, New Mex¬ 
ico and Arizona. 

He -said Investigations in Utah 
and Nevada had indicated the 
disease prevailed "extensively” in 
some sections, particularly around 
Lake Tahoe. 

"Field laboratories are almost 
constantly uncovering new infected 
area in the whole Rocky Mountain 
area.” Dr. Waller said.

Those who read my column last 
evening will not be surprised at 
the news coming out of Washing¬ 
ton in another press dispatch 
quoted in Wednesday’s Los An¬ 
geles Examiner and which I am 
re-quoting tonight. The dispatch 
credits Arthur L. Johnson, as hav¬ 
ing said, "Complete abandonment 
of the Townsend pension plan was 
approved today by 80 representa¬ 
tives of pension organizations 
from several states as a means of 
speeding action on a measure lib¬ 
eralizing the Social Security Act.” 

’The dispatch goes on to say, 
'"rhe measure which retains the 
transaction tax provisions of the 
Townsend plan, but eliminates a 
guaranteed pension, will be spon¬ 
sored by the general welfare com¬ 
mittee,” 

Quoting again from the news 
item, “Arthur L. Johnson, chair¬ 
man of the organization, said that 
130 members of the House now 
are supporting the bill, which is 
estimated to provide pensions 
from $60 to $100 a month for 
those over 60. The group agreed 
to petition the ways and means 
comnUttee for hearings.” 

Coupling up the above dispatch 
with a write up in The Journal, 
Wednesday evening based on a 
news release out of Washington 
telling of a celebration held in 
honor of Congressman Harry R. 
Sheppard’s 55th birthday and of 
some statements which the con- 
gre.ssman is credited with having 
made, and we have quite a com¬ 
plete picture of what is happening 
in Congress along old age pension 
lines. I quo'te from the news re¬ 
lease as follows: 

"There is small doubt, predicted 
Congressman Harry R. Sheppard, 
that immediate action on a siib- 
•stantial national old-age pension 
based on a gross income (trans¬ 
action) tax will be obtained 
through a united front of various 
pension groups. 

"Sheppard made his prediction 
following a conference of 25 lead¬ 
ers of various pension groups in 
Wa.shington, over which he pre¬ 
sided. The meeting was called by 
the General Welfare act steering 
committee, Sheppard said. 

"Groups represented included 
the General Welfare Federation of 


America, Inc., Social Security Im¬ 
provement league. United States 
Old Age Pension association, U. S. 
Federal Pension group. General 
Welfare associations of Florida, 
Illinois, Indiana and Maryland. 

"The delegates, Sheppard em¬ 
phasized, were apparently anxious 
to settle on a common bill having 
the basic principles of the pro¬ 
posed general welfare act.” 

There will no longer be smy 
question as to whether Congress¬ 
man Sheppard is back of the Gen¬ 
eral Welfare Act of 1937 or not. 
The two press dispatches make it 
conclusive that the Congressman 
from this district has deserted 
House Bill H. R. 4199 (which is 
the Townsend bill) in a similar 
manner with which he deserted the 
leadership of Dr. Francis E. Town¬ 
send in June, 1937. The cry that 
has been going up from some of 
Mr, Sheppard’s supporters in this 
district that he has been loyal to 
the Townsendites of the 19th dis¬ 
trict by supporting their bill will 
now have to be substituted with 
some other kind of a cry. This 
column really feels that many of 
the folks who left the Townsend 
movement and the leadership of 
Dr. Townsend to follow Congress¬ 
man Sheppard and Arthur L. 
Johnson, are deserving of sympa¬ 
thy just now. Many of these peo¬ 
ple really believed that Sheppard 
would stick with the Townsend 
bill and now he has let them down 
just like he did the Townsendites 
who helped to elect him.

That wouldn t Frank Orr 
mean much in the ca.se of the ordi¬ 
nary politician. They all have to 
stick their necks out now and 
then, whether or not there i.s any 
rea.son behind their choice of a di¬ 
rection in which to .stick it. 

Sheppard is no ordinary politi¬ 
cian. As a frc.shman representa¬ 
tive. he swing.s more weight In 
Washington than many a con- 
gres.sman .vcai's bis senior, and sits 
high in the .New Deal councils aa 
well ns gathcring.s of the more 
conservative variety. His friend¬ 
ship for Speaker Bankhead, a fel¬ 
low Alabaman, has placed Shep¬ 
pard in the .spoaker'.s chair five 
times during the '»"* session. 
When he picks a horse, chances 
arc hi.s nag will run a pretty fair 
race. 

Hi.s choice of O'Connor i.s partly 
a matter of friendship, but not so 
much so that our congres.sman 
would lean the w’rong way just to 
give a pal a boo.st. There are 
reasons. 

P’or one thing, the national 
Democratic administration will 
keep closer tab on California this 
year than before, .seeing what hap¬ 
pened last time when the party 
ran in two directions and opened 
the door to Frank Merriam, a 
Republican who was elected by the 
fact that the Democrats nomi¬ 
nated Upton Sinclair, Democrats, 
and most of the Republicans too. 
have regretted that state of af¬ 
fairs. 

And Sheppard, if anybody would 
know, is in a position to know 
which way Farley will blow in the 
California race. That would make 
several hundred thousand vote.s' 
difference. He and hi.s secretary, 
Harold Thoreson (whom Sheppard 
expects to land in a diplomatic 
service job) are both good friends 
of O'Connor. 

Thus, should O'Connor be elected 
governor, Congro.ssman Sheppard 
would be No. 1 Democrat on the 
state list. Should anything hap¬ 
pen to Hiram Johnson or W. G, 
McAdoo, elderly senator.s, Shep¬ 
pard would have a nice clear 
track- if O'Connor is elected. 

With senatorial ambitions at 
least, Sheppard couldn't well af¬ 
ford to pick a hor.se without a 
chance of winning. 

Which makes O'Connor look 
more formidable than before.

Speaker Tells 
Of Finnish 
Women 


Two principal themes fascinated 
the audience of University Women, 
Business and Professional Women, 
and Altrusans who last night 
heard Dr, Stina Grippenberg of 
Finland address a dinner meeting 
of the A. A. U. W. 

During dinner Dr. Grippenberg 
described her own career as a 
cbeniLst and member of the Fin¬ 
nish Marine Research In.stitute, 
and later discussed the more gen¬ 
eral but equalljj intere-sting subject 
of Finnish women. 

Of particular interest to the Uni¬ 
versity Women was Dr. Grippen- 
beig’s statu.s as one of their in¬ 
ternational fellows. She is a mem¬ 
ber of the Finnish Federation of 
University Women, and it was 
while serving as secretary of the 
national committee of interna¬ 
tional relations that she learned of 
the international fellowship 
granted by the American associa¬ 
tion. Her application was ac¬ 
cepted last year, and she has since 
been studying the canyons of the 
sea at La Jolla Marine Laboratory. 
Her particular work in Finland 
has to do with study of the bot¬ 
tom of the Baltic. 

A finely tabulated history of 
women’s progress in Finland, 
starting with the first recognition 
of rights in 1758, at which time 
widows were given the right to 
vote for Lutheran pastors, was 
presented by the capable woman 
speaker. Outstanding dates .she 
recited were admission of women 
to Finnish universities in 1871, 
suffrage in 1916, and permission 
to hold government offices In 1929.

My enthusiasm for Bill Paul's 
painting, I will admit, was never 
very warm until I had seen his 
I "Family at Dinner” (currently 
I shown at the Laguna gallery and 
now in the collection of Paul Moo- 
I ney). That, naturally, changed 
my opinion. 

Before. I had said “here is a 
man who knows watercolor, senses 
color and designs, but—something 
is lacking.” 

After seeing the pictures Bill 
Paul is going to show in the lower 
gallery at Laguna the last half of 
the month, I think I have the an¬ 
swer to that “something.” 

It is direction! 

"Family at Dinner” (a sweep¬ 
ing portrait of the artist's fam¬ 
ily) is the crystylization of resent¬ 
ment against injury. The white- 
hot anger that drove Bill Paul to 
painting it has fired his painting 
with a brilliance and organization 
it never knew before. 

Once anger subsided, and he 


should go on to paint again, I was 
curious to learn whether or not 
he should hold the redan .so 
gained. Sunday proved he has!

Of the things previewed, "Wil¬ 
low Whistle Whittier” seems to 
have stood out. 

Portrait of a lackadaisical “nig¬ 
ger” whose shavings have dropped 
gracefully around his feet, it has 
a lighthearted mood, a lyricism 
quite in contrast to the gripping 
starkne.ss of “Family at Dinner.” 

Floods and storms have left 
their cold grey mark upon several 
of the other canvases just paint¬ 
ed, while a certain warmth, a 
cheery philosophy dominates the 
earlier works that will indicate 
how lightning-swift Bill Paul has 
suddenly found himself for his 
painting.

will indicate his progress in this 
show with Bill Paul. 

Earlier this year, I had indi¬ 
cated Mexico had left a vivid, and 
moving, print upon Seymour’s 
work. 

Those things which are com¬ 
pletely Mexican are Jils best work 
in my opinion. 

When I say “Mexican,” it prob¬ 
ably calls for qualification. 

In connection with Seymour’s 
work, it is the bold pattern of 
the Mayan, the glowing color of 
the tropical jungle. 

Since he seeks new forms and 
new expression, it is only right 
that his best contribution to this 
exhibition should be the heroic 
size head of a woman, symetrical- 
ly designed, whose charatcer has 
been conveyed into her portrait. 

Experience gained from ab¬ 
stractions is evident in both a wa¬ 
ter-scene and the portrait of a 
young girl. These I liked. 

Certain of Seymour, Paul's land¬ 


scapes have tried my perception. 
He is not so sure of himself in 
this as his figure studies.

This show by Paul and Paul 
(which will open next Monday) 
is one I think you will find worth 
the trip to Laguna. 

Neither regards his painting 
lightly. Each is young, and both 
will go far should they continue 
at their present pace. 

This, their prelude to a Mexican 
painting excursion, will be a good 
show’.

WASHINGTON.—From coast to 
coast it’s possible for the family 
that can beg, borrow or draw 
from the bank $6000, to build a 
whopping good six-room house. 

You don’t need $6000 in cash at 
the start. If you have 20 per cent 
($1200) for a down payment, you 
con borrow the rest under the Fed¬ 
eral Housing Administration’s in¬ 
surance plan. And now that down 
payment may be reduced to 10 per 
cent. 

In his message to congress, the 
President asked for changes in 
the housing law to reduce fees 
paid to FHA for insuring mort¬ 
gages. That would mean a sa'vlng 
of $15 a year on a $6000 house. 

If the bars go down, and the 
average man can build a $6000 
house, what can he get for his 
money? 

He can have a one or two-story 
house, with three bedrooms, a 
home considered adequate for a 
family with two children. It will 
have gas, electricity and at least 
one bath. 

It will vary in different sections 
of the country. Labor costs are 
higher in some sections. Contrac¬ 
tors’ prices vary. Houses in the 
South don’t need central heating 
and basements. Some people can 
get along without a garage. 

Moreover, personal preferences 
have to be considered. The man

TRADES SEE 
END FOR 
RECESSION 

NEW YORK. (Ah — Businesj 
managers looked over a mounting 
pile of New Year orders for raw 
materials and goods today on the 
chance they may necessitate a 
step-up In mill and mine opera¬ 
tions and the recall of many work¬ 
ers laid off in the final months of 
1937. 

Suppressed for months while in¬ 
ventories were being reduced, the 
urge to buy again has been felt 
the last few days in copper, lead, 
coarse cotton cloths, hides, rubber 
and other basic markets sensitive 
to change in underlying business 
conditions and sentiment. 

BUYING BOOMS 

Buying orders in some lines 
since the turn of the year have 
been the heaviest in months and 
have been timely aids to producers 
who saw reserve orders depleted 
in the virtual cessation of forward 
buying In *^he last six months of 
1937. 

Further broadening of the re¬ 
vival in raw materials, business 
observers said, probably would 
signal expansion in production 
since factories and mines were 
forced to curtail sharply for lack 
of new orders after Inventory ac¬ 
cumulation ceased last spring and 
summer. 

Most observers were cautious in 
accepting the New Year stirrings 
as the start of a last resumption 
of demand and the precursor of a 
general advance In mill activity 
and payrolls. It was pointed out, 
however, that these in the past 
usually have been the first to feel 
a change in the economic currents. 
COTTON BETTER 

Attracting particular attention 
has been a burst of cotton cloth 
trading in Worth street, the tex¬ 
tile selling center, traditionally as 
keen as Wall Street in sensing a 
shift in business trends. Among 
the first to seek a storm cellar 
last year when speculative buying 
for inventories stopped and com¬ 
modity prices hit the skids, the 
"gray goods” market was esti¬ 
mated to have sold about 30,000,- 
000 yards of cloth the past two 
days. 

In trade circles it was explained 
the type of business being done 
indicated improvement in lines 
suppljdng goods to the man on 
the street and the housewife, and 
also reflected depletion of Inven¬ 
tories w'hile consumption ran 
ahead of production during the 
autumn and holiday retail buying. 

Law Can’t Punish 
Disobedient Wife 

MONTREAL. <Amerlcan Wire) 
There is no law to punish a diso¬ 
bedient wife. Judge Jules Desma- 
rais declared here in dismissing 
a husband’s charges his wife stole 
$400 from him. Anton Darago, a 
farmfr, claimed he gave his wife 
the money for a trip to her na¬ 
tive Hungary, but Instead she 
went to Montreal, refusing to 
come home. If such a law existed, 
said the judge, “our court rolls 
would be filled,”

Anti-Lynching 
Anil Kiuxing

I want to poke a stick around 
in the curious processes by which 
it i.s possible to urge the passage 
of the so-called anti-lynching bill 
and at the same time not only con¬ 
done but vigorously defend the 
appointment to the United States 
supreme court of a man who ad¬ 
mits, but only when cornered with 
proof, that he cnce took an oath 
of allegiance to the Ku Klux Klan. 

Whatever its performances—and 
they are covered with oathbound 
secrecy—the Ku Klux was a mod¬ 
em revival of an old-time lynch¬ 
ing and flogging organization, and 
its purpose was to terrorize, boy¬ 
cott and oLIierwise intimidate 
three special groups of citizens 
and such other individuals as in¬ 
curred its disapproval. 

It was condemned by all per¬ 
sons of liberal mind as an un- 
American in.stitution, with the es¬ 
sential gears of an underworld 
racket, and it finally disinte¬ 
grated not because of any awak¬ 
ening of shame in its members, 
but because the field had been 
completely sold. Everybody who 
was qualified by mentality, char¬ 
acter, race and religion to belong 
to the Ku Klux Klan had been 
taken in, and still the vast ma¬ 
jority of the citizens were “aliens” 
in the Ku Klux jargon, and the 
volume of their contempt was suf¬ 
ficient to break it up. 

* « * 

LIKE THE NAZIS 

This Ku Klux had much in com¬ 
mon with the pagan Nazi move¬ 
ment, and an emissary of the Ger¬ 
man fanatic in the greasy rain¬ 
coat once tried to establish rela¬ 
tions with it as the American 
equivalent of Nazism but decided 
the Klux was too juvenile and 
gave up. The Nazis held and now 
insist more aggre.ssively than ever 
that to be a blond, blue-eyed Ger¬ 
man with a belief in Adolf Hit¬ 
ler is to partake of the deity of 
the German god and thus to be 
God one’s self. This man eventual¬ 
ly caused some embarrassment 
between Germany and Italy. For 
the Italians think that although 
they are not God himself, they 
are his favorite children, and the 
Germans, in their thoughtless ear¬ 
ly enthusiasm, carelessly pro¬ 
claimed their belief that all peo¬ 
ples of dark complexion, dark 
eyes and short legs (a de-scrip- 
tion which fits many of their pres¬ 
ent Italian allies) contained a 
touch of the tar brush. 

Our Klux used the word "Nor¬ 
dic” in place of the Nazis’ word 
"Aryan," and it was their belief 
that they were just about the right 
time and the element commis¬ 
sioned by God to represent Him 
in this country. They were to 
maintain discipline, police the mor¬ 
als and personal affairs of all non¬ 
members. and elect a government 
which, like Hitler’s, would see 
that God’s will was done accord¬ 
ing to their version of God’s will. 

Yet, the elevation of a Klans- 
man to the supreme court re¬ 
ceived the hearty approval of in¬ 
dividuals who also approve a bill 
which conflicts with the most sa¬ 
cred principles of the organization 
to which their hero solemnly 
swore his oath. 

♦ • • 

IT DOESN’T ,JIBE 

I am puzzled al.so by the con¬ 
cern for law, order and demo¬ 
cratic processes which is shown 
on behalf of the anti-lynching bill 
by persons who likewise approve 
and defend the seizure of facto¬ 
ries and destruction of property, 
the fomentation of riots and the 
intimidation by physical violence 
and other means of citizens who 
hold opposite views. 

There be some among these de¬ 
fenders of law, order and demo¬ 
cratic processes who have been 
known to resent the mere publica¬ 
tion of opinion contrary to their 
own and to hold that anyone in¬ 
jured or, it follows, deprived of his 
life in attempting to pass through 
a picket line to attend his own 
accustomed job is not a victim 
of mob violence, as in a lynch¬ 
ing but a victim of his own er¬ 
ror. I can understand the ad¬ 
miration of persons of this kind 
for the character of a man who 
joined the Ku Klux Klan. I 
should think they would flatly in¬ 
dorse lynching and fight against 
this bill as a menace to their most 
cherished principles. 

I wonder whether they would 
agree to the addition of a rider 
in the lynching bill empowering 
the federal government to move 
in and prosecute the local authori¬ 
ties for obvious failure to put 
forth their best efforts to protect 
workmen from molestation, injury 
or death and property from seiz¬ 
ure or wanton destruction and to 
levy an indemnity on the local 
government.
